mi-sion  ol  the  preacher  is  to  do  good 
lo  all  men.  especially  to  those  that  ^ 
are  of  the  household  ot  laith.  It  is  - 
re. j.iired  of  him  to  “wait  on  his  min- 
istering.'' to  he  "hot  slothful  in 
business,  fervent  in  spirit,  serving 
the  Lord.”  There  is  no  place  in  j 
the  divine  economy  tin-  a lazy 
preacher.  Such  a preacher  can 
never  sustain  himself,  nor,  for  any 
great  length  of  time,  command  ' 
either  the  respect  or  confidence  of 
his  charge  There  is  so  much  drudg-  i 
cry  and  weariness  of  the  flesh  in 
the  study  and  preparation  necessa- 
ry lor  his  pulpit  and  other  minis- 
trations, that  it  is  not  strange  it  hoi 
shall  yield  to  tho  temptation  to  fre- 
quent repetition  of  old  sermons,  or  i 
to  the  lazy  preachers  lie  setting  sin  j 
ol  plagiarism.  You.  my  brethren  . 
, in  tho  ministry,  are  not  all  Tinto- 
tlivs.  Indeed.  I fear  that  the  race 
of  Timothys  is  well  nigh  extinct. 
Hut  it  it  could  lie  said  of  each  ot 
you,  “From  a child  thou  hast  known 
the  Holy. Scriptures,"  it  would  still 
1 he  necessary  for  you  to  “study  to 
show  vourself  approved  unto  Hod. 
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power  ana  suet-css.  W itimul  luith 
tt  is  impossible  to  please  find  ; and 
without  union  with  Chri-t  through 
the  true  and  -living  laith.  the  man  is  1 
hut  a severed,  withering  branch,  in  j 
cap  tide  of  hearing  t*l.e  genuine  | 
fruits  of  righteousness.  With  soul  | 
enveloped  in  spiritual  darkness,  it 
were  easier  tor  a man  to  kindle  a 
flame  with  n lump  of.  ice,  than  to 
“preach  tho  word  in  the  power  and  i 
demonstration  of  the  spirit . nor 
can  lie  ho  regarded  ns  an  example 
to  others  ol  gospel  faith  and  piety. 1 
A phosphorescent  light,  emanating 
from  a decayed  substance,  presents 
the  appearance  of  tire  ; tint  the  easily 
detected  Ira.id  entirely  disappears 
before  the  brightness  ol  tho  rising  j 
Bun.  Thus,  the  hypocrite  may  di- 
teml.le  piety  and  mislead  the  un- 
wary. hut  tho  deception  is  exposed 
and  dispelled  under  the  light  of 
true  righteousness.  Supported  by  u 
Arm  trust — a living  faith  in  the  Lord 
Jesus,  the  minister  can  walk  to  Ids 
Master  over  the  waves  of  lilo's  tem- 
pestuous sea.  hut  he  that  doubts, 
beginning  to  sink,  becomes  as  pow- 
erless as  a new-born  babe.  All 
things  are  possible  to  him  that  he 
lieves. 

;t.  Watchfulness  an.)  prayer  are 
elements  of  ministerial  power  and 
success.  These  two  are  united  it. 
God's  word,  let  us  not  put  them 
asunder.  “Watch  ye  and  |>rny  al- 
ways, "said  tho  sorrowing  Redeemer 
to  his  disciples,  and  the  faithful 
Paul,  >n  after  yoars,  catching  up  the 
Bound,  re-echoes  the  words.  “ pray 
always.  In  sail  and  solemn  ten- 
derness, the  Savior  urges  his  disci- 
ples, “Take  heed  to  yourselves.’ 
Likewise  the  weo|Tit.g  Paul  charges 
the  heart-broken  elders  of  Ephesus. 
(Acts  Jll:2S-:il)  “ Take  heed  to  your- 
eelvos.  and  to  all  the  tloek  over 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made 
you  overseers.  ' This  admonition  of 
the  Apostle  deserves  special  notice. 
The  devil  is  always  on  the  alert  tor 
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tl.  Simplicity  of  npeecli  and  wrip- 
tural  knctvlod^o  are  element  ot  min- 
isterial ]>owor  and  sureesi*.  The  com- 
mon people  heard  the  Saviour  £lad- 
lv.  and  the  Jewish  officer*  testified. 
; “Xevci  man  spake  like  this  man. 

, Ho  taught  them  in  tho  language  ol 
i divine  simplicity  ru-1  >»* 

' aij.f  demonstration  of  the  Spirit,  rnid 
tints  furnished  a divine  example  to 
his  ministers  to  the  end  of  time 
Paul's  testimony  is  plain  and  point-, 
i-.l  -‘I  thank  my  God.  1 speak  with 
more  tongues  than  you  all.,  yet.  in 
tho  church,  I had  rather  speak  five 
words  with  my  understanding,  that 
I might  leach  others  also,  than  ten 
thousand  words  in  an  unknown 
tongue.”  Thus  the  divine  seal  is 
affixed  to  the  testimony  of  plain 
preaching.  Have  a care,  then, 
brethren  that  in  feeding  the  flock  of 
God,  you  put  the  feed  low  enough 
for  the  smallest  lamb  to  get  his  share. 
“Preach  the  word":  it  is  able  to 
make  wise  unto  salvation  It  is  the 
sword  of  the  Spirit.  Wield  it  well 
if  you  would  bo  good  and.  success- 
ful soldiers  ol  the  cross.  You  rati  ‘ 
not  preach  the  word  if  you  are  ig- 
norant  of  it.  A leading  secret  in 
tho  success  ot  the  great  London 
preacher  Spurgeon,  and.  indeed,  ol 
every  other  great  and  successful 
preacher,  is  a familiarity  with  God’s 
word.  It  is  the  magazine  from 
whence  you  must  draw  your  sup 
plies;  and  nothing — I repeat  it  — 
nothing  can  compensate  the  minis- 
ter lor  a lack  of  the  knowledge  ot  J 
God's  work.  May  the  blessed  Lord 
till  yon  all  with  tho  knowledge  of 
Jesus.  Amen. 
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or  reduced  todre^t*.  II  you  would  Do 
sueeessf.il  ministers  of  the  New  'li's- 
tament.  there  is  absolute  necessity 
lor  constant  application  to  the  foun- 
tain ot  God's  word. earnest  industry 
in  the  Master's  work,  and  conse. •ra- 
tion ti>  II is  service,  lly  eonseera- 
| tion,  I no, an  such  devotion  of  your- 
selves. body,  soul  and  spirit — all  you 
have  and  are,  to  the  service  of  the 
Master,  as  will  cause  you  to  do  with 
all  your  might  and  for  His  glory  all 
that  your  bunds  find  to  do. 

The  expression  “Ministerial  con- 
secration" is  misleading  and  mis- 
chievous : as  il  there  is  one  kind  of 
consecration  lor  the  minister,  and 
another  for  the  layman.  Whatever 
gills  God  bestows  upon  his  servants 
He  designs  to  he  used  to  His  glory  ; 
and  to  determine  that  because  you 
are  called  to  preach,  you  will  do 
nothing  else,  is  presumption,  rebel- 
lion, and  an  insult  to  God.  “What 
soever  thy  hand  tindeth  to  do,  do  it 
with  Hiy  might,”  isjnst  as  pertinent 
to  tho  preacher  as  to  the  layman. 
Kvery  true  servant,  then,  will  seek 
to  know  and  to  do  whatsoever  his 
Master  will  have  him  to  do  and 
when  necessity  requires  it,  to  supply 
his  own  Wants  and  the  needs  of 
those  dependent  on  him.  he  will  not 
hesitat.!  to  make  tents  or  drive  the 
plow,  while,  as  opportunity  offers, 
be  will  continue  to  proclaim  the  un- 
scan  liable  ricIvBs  ot  Jesus.  It  is  not 
impossible  then,  my  brethren  that  a 
minister  of  tho  gospel  may  he  a 
farmer,  u physician,  or  a school 
teacher,  and  at  tho  same  time  conse- 
crated to  his  Master's  service.  Such 
a minister  will  he  anywhere  and  mi- 
ller all  circumstances,  a |s.wer  lor 
good. 

5.  Order,  system,  and  ability  to  put 
others  to  work  deserve  earnest  con- 
sideration as  elements  of  ministerial 
success.  “Lot  all  things  lsj  done  de- 
cently and  in  order,”  is  ot  special 
importance  us  upplied  to  pastoral 
work.  Muny  good  men  and  able 
preachers  fail  utterly  because  ot  a 
want  of  system.  Kvery  thing  is  letl 
to  go  at  Iik.so  ends,  and  it  goes.  A 
jMKir  system  is  I letter  than  no  sys- 
tein.  Nothing  can  bo  made  a per- 
manent success  without  some  kindot 
system  Here  is  the  secret  ot  the 
fuil. ire  ol  "’many  godly,  devoted, 
hard  working  pastors.  whoso 
churches  decline  in  -pile  of  their 
efforts.  lie  leods—  a doiiotl.ing 
church  ot.  the  choicest  promises  ot 
God’s  word — sweet  IinrI.  indeed,
